Certæiniy where there ts much of vanity, 
thers is but little of modeſty o Religion to 
be expected; But he inſtnaates himſelf even 
into tender Patos , and by the Divine per⸗ 
miſſion makes them the ſad Subjees of his 
implacable malice, And this ſhoyld warne us 
of both Sexes to be carefuil al Hyes to ſæk 
loʒ the Divine pꝛot eaton. 

At the Aſſizes this lat Lent at the City 
of Lock, there were ſome old women Ar- 
taigned fo2 witches. The ch eteſt Cvivenc: g 
thut came againſt them were two poung 
women, wbo being bꝛoucht veforo d Judges 
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did both of them fall into wonderfull fits ; at 
the firlt time thep were troubled with this 
ſtrange viſitation, it ſeemed to be convulſton 
ats, but the poſſeſſing diſeaſe growidlg by de⸗ 
gres upon them they began at laſt with 
great violence to cry ont upon the gripings 
which tozmented them, and wounding away 
they did vomit wall, and croked pins. and 
hafis of knives, one whereof being of Par: 
le made a great noyſe by reaſon of þ weight 
of it, as it fell upon the floze, The Judges de⸗ 
ſired to ſ it, and it was bꝛought unto them 
amongſt many other things which thele 

poung women vomited. : 

The Jury being ſatiſfied with th: Evi⸗ 
dence and ſome other Judia ments. did caſt 
the Witches who made theſe women to 
caft ſo la mentably: But the Judges were 
not tonghly ſatisfied, and therefo:e they 
thought it requtſite to give ſome reſpite of 
time foz a mo2e delt berate det erxmina:ion, be⸗ 
ing uncertain whether this wonderkul Ao⸗ 
mite pꝛot e dea fram the Divel, oz whether 
i: were ſome artificial combinat on of the 
t wo women to tmpoſe upon the Jusges, and 
{he Tourt.

Finally the poꝛ p td affirmey that he did 
vomit fo2th all thole things which the ſalo in 
the W'tches basket when ſhe begged of her, 
which being contrary to all Philoſophy mult 
certafnly p2oc#d from the Dtvel, Elſg it was 
tmpolſtble that ſo long e harp a knife as that 
which ſbe vom ted ſhould not cut her bowels 
and Her thꝛoat: J therekoze affirmed that 
there was ſome miſt caſt on our eyes, 4 that 
which this young id ſeem'd to vomit did
